Continued Support For People 


‘London, Oct. 10. 


A resolution expressing continued support to the Hungarian 
people on the first anniversary of the national uprising was 
approved in London tonight by the Bureau of the Socialist 
International after a ono-day meeting.

Only 73 applications for 
adoption have been filled this 
year, more than half of them 
by non-Chinese. «And the

Some of the Chinese 
applications under the 
Ordinance were withdrawn in 
favour of the old registration 
method which co-exists with 
the new Ordinance, 

An application for adoption 
under the Ordinance is mado 
to the Supreme Court and 
proceedings take approximately 
six months. 
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Adopters have to give notice 
to the Sociol Welfare Officer of 
thelr intentions to apply for 
adoption, The hgarlng of thelr 
application cannot take place 
unit six months after this 
notice is given.
